You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Rumney  on 
Tuesday,  the  12th  day  of  March,  next,  at  10:00  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  at 
which  time  the  polls  shall  be  opened  for  balloting  on  Article  1,  and  shall 
close  not  earlier  than  6:00  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  you  are  hereby 
notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said  Rumney  on  Thursday,  the  14th 
day  of  March,  next,  at  7:00  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  for  the  second  ses- 
sion of  the  Town  Meeting  at  which  time  action  will  be  taken  upon  the 
remaining  articles  in  this  warrant. 

ARTICLE  1:  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  ensuing  year. 

ARTICLE  2:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  approve  providing  new  of- 
fices for  the  town  officials,  such  offices  to  be  constructed  so  as  to  be 
in  compliance  with  federal  standards  mandating  that  public  buildings 
be  accessible  to  handicapped  persons. 

ARTICLE  3:  If  the  preceding  article  is  voted  in  the  affirmative,  to  see 
if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $85,000.00  for 
the  construction  of  new  town  offices,  and  to  see  if  the  Town  will  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $85,000.00  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  the 
Municipal  Finance  Act,  RSA  33  et.  seq.,  by  issuing  serial  bonds  or  notes 
of  the  Town  for  said  purpose. 

ARTICLE  4:  If  Article  2  herein  is  voted  in  the  affirmative,  to  see  if  the 
Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $45,000.00  to  renovate 
the  existing  Grange  Hall  for  the  town  offices.  (This  article  will  be  pass- 
ed over  if  the  preceding  article  is  passed.) 

ARTICLE  5:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $89,500.00  to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  to 
authorize  withdrawal  of  $4,000.00  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund 
established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act 
of  1972  as  a  set-off  against  the  $10,000.00  appropriated  for  the  library 
under  this  article. 


ARTICLE  6:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $50,000.00  for  the  maintenance  of  its  highways  and  bridges  dur- 
ing the  ensuing  year,  and  to  authorize  use  of  $22,969.74  from  the  Highway 
Block  Grant  Aid  Program  as  a  set-off  against  the  amount  appropriated 
under  this  article. 

ARTICLE  7:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $2,000.00  to  be  added  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  equipment 
for  the  Highway  Department. 

ARTICLE  8:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $12,000.00  to  defray  the  costs  of  operating  the  Fire  Department 
during  the  ensuing  year,  and  to  authorize  withdrawal  of  $4,000.00  from 
the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State 
and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972  for  use  as  a  set-off  against  the  amount 
appropriated  under  this  article. 

ARTICLE  9:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $5,000.00  to  be  added  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  that  has  been 
established  for  the  purchase  of  equipment  for  the  Fire  Department. 

ARTICLE  10:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $25,000.00  to  defray  the  costs  of  maintenance  of  the  town  dump 
during  the  ensuing  year,  and  to  authorize  withdrawal  of  $4,000.00  from 
the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State 
and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972  for  use  as  a  set-off  against  the  amount 
appropriated  under  this  article. 

ARTICLE  11:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $27,500.00  to  defray  the  costs  of  operation  of  the  Police  Depart- 
ment during  the  ensuing  year. 

ARTICLE  12:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $11,030.45  for  the  following  purposes:  $3,797.25  for  The  Pemi 
Baker  Home  Health  Agency,  Inc.;  $750.00  for  the  Mooselaukee  Health 
Center  in  Warren;  $6,283.20  for  ambulance  service;  and  $200.00  for  the 
New  Hampshire  Humane  Society. 

ARTICLE  13:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1,000.00  to  revise  and  update  the  town  tax  map. 


ARTICLE  14:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $400.00  for  the  Rumney  Planning  Board. 

ARTICLE  15:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropaite  the 
sum  of  $31,000.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  truck  for  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment; $10,000.00  of  said  amount  to  be  authorized  to  be  withdrawn  from 
the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State 
and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972  and  an  additional  amount  of  $10,000.00 
be  withdrawn  from  the  Highway  Capital  Reserve  Fund  to  be  used  as  a 
set-off  against  this  purchase. 

ARTICLE  16:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $600.00  for  the  Baker  River  Audio  Visual  Center. 

ARTICLE  17:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  borrow  in  anticipation  of  taxes  and  pay  the  obligation  of  the  Town. 

ARTICLE  18:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1,000.00  to  computerize  town  tax  records  and  tax  bills. 

ARTICLE  19:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1,102.00  for  the  North  Country  Council. 

ARTICLE  20:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1,000.00  for  the  maintenance  (including  mowing,  materials,  lime, 
etc.)  and  improvement  (to  include  removal  of  the  Band  Stand  at  no  cost 
to  the  Town)  of  the  Baker  Athletic  Field  in  the  Quincy  section  of  Rumney. 

ARTICLE  21:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  a^^d  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $200.00  in  support  of  the  Upper  Valley  Senioi  Citizens  Council 
(Meals  on  Wheels). 

ARTICLE  22:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  transfer  any  tax  lien  acquired  by  the  Town  at  any  Tax  Collector's  sale, 
during  the  two-year  period  allowed  for  redemption,  to  such  person  or  per- 
sons and  for  such  consideration  as  the  Selectmen  shall  deem  to  be  in 
the  best  interests  of  the  Town  and  as  justice  may  require,  and  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  sell  and  convey  any  real  estate  or  mineral  rights  ac- 
quired by  the  Town  by  any  Tax  Collector's  deed  by  public  auction,  adver- 
tised sealed  bids,  negotiated  sale  or  in  any  other  manner  which  the 
Selectmen  shall  determine  to  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the  Town  and 
as  justice  may  require. 


ARTICLE  23:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  $2,000.00  to  be  plac- 
ed in  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  for  the  revaluation  of  the  Town  by  the 
Appraisal  Division  of  the  Department  of  Revenue  Administration. 

ARTICLE  24:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $535.00  for  the  support  of  the  Community  Outreach  Program  (fuel 
assistance). 

ARTICLE  25:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $4,000.00  to  repair  the  Town  Hall  (i.e.,  paint  stage  inside  and  the 
outside  below  the  roof  line  and  repair  windows). 

ARTICLE  26:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $100.00  for,  and  to  support,  the  Plymouth  Area  Task  Force  Against 
Domestic  Violence,  a  nonprofit  organization  organized  pursuant  to  New 
Hampshire  legislation,  partially  funded  by  marriage  license  fees  from 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  (This  article  inserted  by  petition.) 

ARTICLE  27:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $2,000.00  to  defray  the  cost  of  an  appraisal  of  new  construction 
and  renovation  by  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of  Revenue 
Administration. 

ARTICLE  28:  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  to  publish  the  Town  Master  Plan. 

ARTICLE  29:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  road  off  of  Route 
25  leading  to  the  houses  in  the  Welch  development  as  a  town  road. 

ARTICLE  30:  To  take  the  sense  of  the  Town  regarding  the  disconti- 
nuance of  the  annual  inventory  of  polls  and  taxable  property  as  per  RSA 
74  et.  seq.  and  instead  establish  a  mandatory  system  for  property  owners 
to  notify  the  Selectmen  of  any  proposed  renovations  or  constructions. 

ARTICLE  31:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $400.00  as  a  contribution  to  the  Sceva  Speare  Memorial  Hospital. 


ARTICLE  32:  To  hear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  and  committees 
heretofore  chosen  to  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto,  and  to  transact  any 
other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  said  meeting.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF 
MOUNT  MOOSELAUKEE  HEALTH  CENTER 

The  Mount  Mooselaukee  Health  Center  has  continued  to  improve  its 
services  to  the  Baker  River  Valley  communities  in  1984.  Town  support, 
use  of  the  Center  by  individuals  and  the  help  of  dedicated  volunteers 
has  made  this  growth  possible.  It  is  also  important  to  note  that  the  Center 
is  dependent  on  the  National  Health  Service  Corps  for  the  salary  of  our 
physician. 

This  past  year  has  seen  a  number  of  changes.  In  January,  Becky  Con- 
rad, L.P.N,  and  Bonnie  Chierichetti,  part-time  receptionist,  joined  the 
staff.  In  June,  Dr.  Lorenzana  left  to  continue  her  medical  education.  Dr. 
John  Webb  of  Greenville,  S.C.  filled  in  for  several  weeks  before  the  ar- 
rival of  Dr.  William  Hernandez.  Dr.  Hernandez  is  a  family  practitioner  and 
a  member  of  the  American  Academy  of  Family  Physicians.  He  is  also  a 
staff  physician  at  Sceva  Speare  Memorial  Hospital.  The  area  is  indeed 
fortunate  to  have  Dr.  Hernandez  practicing  medicine  in  Warren. 

Through  the  transition  period  in  1984,  the  Center  has  not  only  con- 
tinued community  programs  but  has  increased  them.  The  Well  Child  Pro- 
gram, funded  by  the  New  Hampshire  Dept.  of  Maternal  and  Child  Health 
increased  its  grant  to  cover  96  children.  In  August,  the  New  Hampshire 
Department  of  Dental  Health  held  the  first  biannual  dental  clinic  for 
children  3  to  6  who  are  enrolled  in  the  well  child  clinic.  Other  programs, 
such  as  WIC,  immunization  clinics  (including  the  annual  flu  clinic),  blood 
pressure  clinics  and  the  car  safety  seat  program  have  continued.  All 
these  services  depend  heavily  on  the  Center  volunteers  as  well  as  staff 
assistance.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Our  first  forest  fire  prevention  law  was  enacted  by  our  State  Legislature 
90  years  ago.  This  early  law  set  in  place  a  cooperative  forest  fire  preven- 
tion and  suppression  effort  between  city  and  town  governments  and 
State  government.  It  simply  stated  that  no  open  fire  could  be  kindled, 
when  the  ground  is  free  of  snow,  without  the  written  permission  of  the 
town/city  Forest  Fire  Warden.  This  law  also  stated  that  anyone  kindling 
a  fire  without  written  permission  shall  be  liable  for  the  damage  caused 
and  subject  to  a  $1000  fine. 

During  the  past  90  years,  this  law  has  worked  so  well  that  it  has  re- 
mained unchanged.  All  open  fires  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with 
snow  must  be  authorized  by  the  local  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Persons  kindl- 
ing a  fire  without  a  permit  when  one  is  required  are  liable  for  damages 
caused,  fire  suppression  costs  and  subject  to  a  $1000  fine. 

This  cooperative  fire  prevention  law  has  contributed  significantly  to 
our  nationally  recognized  annual  forest  fire  loss  record.

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GRAFTON  COUNTY  COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT 


Grafton  County  Connmissioners  submit  the  following  report  in  a 
continued  effort  to  communicate  with  you  on  a  more  direct  basis. 

The  county  fiscal  year  1985  tax  rate  to  towns  increased  by  6.76%, 
mainly  due  to  the  increased  liabilities  and  mandates  for  services.  One 
reason  is  that  the  child  placement  budget  has  escalated  from  $40,000 
in  fiscal  year  1982  to  over  $250,000  in  fiscal  year  1985.  These  costs  are 
a  direct  result  of  RSA  169  when  towns  succeeded  in  getting  laws 
changed  to  place  financial  responsibility  on  the  counties.  Also,  the 
settlement  statute,  RSA  164,  was  changed  regarding  accumulating 
days  for  settlement,  so  that  once  the  County  has  liability,  the  liability 
now  remains  with  the  County  indefinitely.  In  addition,  as  experienced 
by  towns  and  cities,  the  cost  of  nursing  care  has  rapidly  increased 
because  of  reduced  federal  and  state  funding,  and  will  continue  to  in- 
crease at  the  local  level  with  property  taxes  funding  more  of  these  ser- 
vices in  the  future. 

We  anticipate  some  budget  relief  with  the  new  unified  court  system 
as  soon  as  total  costs  of  the  court  operation  are  fully  funded  by  the 
State  as  intended  in  the  legislation. 

Because  of  the  increasing  unfunded  mandated  services  and  the 
unknown  nature  of  federal  and  state  participation  in  those  mandated 
services,  it  becomes  more  difficult  each  year  to  budget  in  a  realistic 
manner  -  a  problem  shared  in  common  with  towns  and  cities. 

We  are  continuing  energy  conservation  measures,  with  appreciable 
cost  savings  to  the  taxpayers.  Window  modification  with  a  five  year 
payback,  is  one  of  our  long  term  conservation  measures,  as  well  as 
modification  to  the  heating  control  system. 

Correctional  needs  and  facilities  are  continually  monitored  and 
reviewed  to  comply  with  current  standards  and  regulations.  Studies 
have  been  completed  and  new  construction  was  not  recommended  at 
this  time. 

In  accordance  with  federal  revenue  sharing  requirements,  all  county 
facilities  and  services  are  regularly  reviewed  for  compliance  with  han- 
dicap regulations 

The  Commissioners  hold  regular  weekly  meetings  every  Monday 
and  encourage  public  attendance.  Grafton  County  budget  is 
processed  through  May  and  June  and  the  Commissioners  welcome 
input  and  strongly  recommend  your  attendance  at  the  public  hearing 
normally  held  in  mid-June.

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NORTH  COUNTRY  COUNCIL  ANNUAL  REPORT 


In  Rumney,  the  North  Country  Council  provided  Information  to  the 
Pemi-Baker  Solid  Waste  District,  including  data  on  incinerator  op- 
tions, waste  generation  volumes,  and  a  review  of  septage  disposal. 
Assistance  has  been  provided  to  the  Planning  Board  in  typing  draft 
Master  Plan  chapters  and  map  work. 

In  economic  development,  the  Council  hosted  two  region-wide 
economic  development  conferences  with  over  200  business,  industry 
and  government  leaders  attending;  regional  strategies  were  developed 
on  highway  improvements,  air  service,  regional  promotion,  regional 
communication,  development  funding,  and  job  expansion.  The  Coun- 
cil is  coordinating  a  North  Country  Videotape  which,  will  examine  the 
potential  for  industry  to  locate  in  the  North  Country.  The  tape  will  be 
available  to  Chambers  of  Commerce,  development  corporations,  and 
municipalities. 

The  Council  has  provided  information  and  guidance  to  several 
towns  grant  and  loan  programs.  This  past  year  over  $2.0  million  in 
Community  Development  Block  Grants  came  to  the  region  for  housing 
rehabilitation,  water  and  sewer  system  improvements,  a  downtown 
revitalization  study,  an  industrial  park  feasibility  study,  and  business 
revolving  loan  funds. 

Community  planning  assistance  has  emphasized  improvement  in 
local  land  use  controls.  The  Council's  assistance  includes  regional 
workshops,  newsletters,  regulation  review  and  update,  and  assistance 
for  subdivision  and  site  plan  applications.  Subdivision  review 
workshops  were  held  in  Littleton,  Campton,  and  Dalton  and  we  co- 
sponsored  the  Municipal  Law  Lecture  Series  in  Twin  Mountain. 

The  Council's  objective  is  to  work  with  North  Country  towns  in 
solving  local  and  regional  problems.  We  rely  on  the  involvement  of 
town  officials  and  residents  and  look  forward  to  assisting  your  town 
this  coming  year.

1984-85 


Dr.  William  Hernandez  from  the  Mooselaukee  Health  Center  con- 
ducted physical  examinations  on  21  students  participating  in  sports  in 
Grades  5  and  7  and  one  new  student  in  Grade  8. 

All  students  have  met  the  State  Immunization  Laws.  This  was  ac- 
complished by  parents  following  up  on  the  immunizations  and  to  the  free 
Immunization  Clinics  sponsored  by  the  Pemi  Baker  Home  Health 
Agency  and  Mooselaukee  Health  Center. 

For  the  second  year,  a  local  dental  hygienist  will  be  coming  to  the 
school,  Jan.  23, 1985.  An  examination,  cleaning  and  topical  fluoride  ap- 
plication will  be  done.  The  fluoride  program  is  still  being  done  with  good 
success. 

The  Lindsay  Fund  has  given  dental  assistance  to  three  students. 

Annual  heights,  weights,  vision,  hearing,  and  head  checks  are  done 
on  all  students  through  the  year.  Blood  pressures  and  scoliosis  screen- 
ings are  also  done  in  Grades  5-8.  If  a  problem  is  detected,  referrals  go 
home  to  parents.  In  addition,  first  aid  is  given  along  with  classroom 
teaching  on  health-related  subjects. 

I  am  very  pleased  with  our  school  personnel,  parents,  and  commun- 
ity for  their  support  in  carrying  out  health  programs.

The  1984-85  school  year  opened  on  Tuesday,  September  4,  1984  with 
a  school  enrollment  of  127  students  in  Grades  1  through  8. 

The  summer  cleaning  work  of  Mr.  Raymond  Reed,  custodian  and 
helper,  Christopher  Hobbs,  was  evident  throughout  the  school  with 
sparkling  floors,  new  interior  painting,  and  repairs.  New  classroom 
furniture  in  Grades  1  through  4  was  in  place  for  school  opening.  New 
lighting  in  four  classrooms  was  installed  during  the  summer.  The  heating 
pipe  replacement  and  connection  to  a  new  computer  optimizing  control 
system  were  completed. 

A  minimal  faculty  turnover  resulted  In  all  faculty  returning  other  than 
Mrs.  Ellen  Langsner  whose  replacement  is  Mrs.  Janet  Panagoulis  in 
Grade  6  and  Grades  7  &  8  Language  Arts.  Mrs.  Isabel  Barach  replaced 
Mrs.  Kris  Haskell  as  Chapter  I  teacher. 

Curriculum  emphasis  in  basic  subject  content,  the  expansion  of 
cultural  opportunities,  and  increased  efforts  to  enhance  the  computer 
program  in  all  grades  are  the  goals  of  the  year. 

Appreciation  and  compliments  are  extended  to  all  faculty,  support  per- 
sonnel, the  S.A.U.  Administration,  the  School  Board  and  the  community 
in  helping  to  serve  the  interests  of  our  greatest  asset  -  the  children  of 
the  community.

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EXPLANATION  OF  SUPERINTENDENT'S  AND 

ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT'S  SALARY 

FOR  1983-1984 


Chapter  189,  Section  48  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  of  tlie  State  of 
New  Hampshire  requires  that  the  school  district  annual  report  show  the 
total  amount  paid  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  as  per  the  follow- 
ing quotations:  "Reports.  Each  Superintendent  of  a  School  Ad- 
ministrative Unit  shall  annually  prepare  a  report  of  the  total  salary  paid 
to  the  superintendent,  showing  in  detail  the  amount  paid  by  the  state 
and  each  local  school  district  and  their  share  of  same. .  .Said  report  shall 
be  included  in  the  annual  report  of  the  respective  school  district  as  a 
separate  entry.  A  like  report  and  entry  shall  be  made  for  each  assistant 
superintendent,  teacher  consultant,  and  business  administrator,  if  any 
is  in  service  in  the  unit." 

One-half  of  the  School  Administrative  Unit  expenses  is  prorated 
among  the  several  school  districts  of  the  unit  on  the  basis  of  adjusted 
valuations.  One-half  is  prorated  on  the  basis  of  average  daily  member- 
ship in  the  school  for  the  previous  school  year  ending  June  30th.  The 
salary  of  $36,893  which  was  received  by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
of  School  Administrative  Unit  #48  during  1983-1984  was  prorated  among 
the  school  districts  comprising  the  School  Administrative  Unit. 
Allowance  for  $2,300  travel  within  the  Unit  was  also  prorated  as  stated 
above. 

The  salary  of  $30,603  for  the  Assistant  Superintendent  during 
1983-1984  and  travel  allowance  within  the  Unit  of  $1,800  was  prorated  as 
stated  above. 

The  table  below  shows  the  portion  of  salary  and  travel  charged  to  each 
school  district.
